Automobile traffic was , 
ordered stopped over the international 
bridge, leading fro mthe French con- 
cession to the main railroad station, 
and at tile station. 


The Japanese statement declared fur- 


ther negotiations would be fruitless 
and said it was necessary to isolate 
the concessions "which are a nest of in- 
trigue and plots." Regret was ex- 
pressed that the French area had to be 
included and that Chinese and foreign 
nationals should be inconvenienced. 


The statement declaerd other issues 


were involved and that handing over 
the four accused Chinese by the Brit- 
ish would not solve the dispute.

>ody. Just as son as nny new technic 
s discovered (or measurement of mo- 
on or the passing of electric current, 
ttempts. are made to use that method 
or the diagnosis of disease. The X-ray 
s an example of scientific investiga- 
ions of appearances under the surface 
of the body. 


AS far back as 1892 attempts were 


nade to trace the pulsations of the ar- 
teries and veins. In 1887 it was dis 
covered that the human heart whei 
it contracts produces electrical cur 
rents. In 1903 a German named Ein 
thoven introduced a method oC re 
cording the passing of electrical cm 
rents developed by the motion of th 
heart. The Bracings made by the ap- 
paratus developed for this purpose are 
known as the electrocardiogra'irf. 


By placing the the contact wires on 


different portions of the body as, for 
exaviple, on the right and left hand, 


If these arc disturbances o£ the nor- 


mal rhythm of the heart, changes take

tie beat of a normal heart; Seme-

Obviously, it is most important to 
detei'm'ine whether or not a patient has 
coronary thrombosis, which is a block- 
ing of the small vessels in the heart, 
or whether he has infections of the 
valves or. of the lining of the -heart, 
or perhaps .changes. in the muscle ol 
the heart. These technics have been 
of'great-assistance to specialists In dis- 
eases o^ .the heart In finding out as 
soon as possible that changes are oc- 


fcurring. If the changes can be detect- 
ed early, it is sometimes possible to 
save 
life by applying appropriate 


measures. 


The new electrical devices have not 


replaced the experience of the doctor 
who has seen many hundreds of cases 
of heart disease or the ability of the 
individual doctor to use his eyes, his 
cars, his hands and his brain in deter- 
mining changes that hnVe token place 
In the heart. 


A doctor who looks at a patient with 


heart disease may tell sometimes by 
the color of the patient and sometimes 
by the breathing that something is 
wrong. By the use of his hands and 
his ears he can outline the borders of 
the heart and determine whether 01 
not It has changed Its size. He also 


counts the pulse nnd listens to various 
changes in the sounds which Indicate 
thnt something may be wrong with the 
tissues concerned.

Dangerous Complications

With childhood as hair ribbons and 
school books, was described Tuesday 
by a Harvard scientist as one of the 
most serious' of the infectious virus 
diseases, fraught with dangerous com- 
plication which make strictest isola- 
tion "desirable."

Streptococcus infections, influenza, 


pnetfm'onia, (tuberculosis, meningitis, 
rheumatic fever and pleura! and in-' 
testinal disorders are potential out- 
growths of measles, Dr. Charles F. Mc- 
Kharin told a sympdsium on virus dis- 
eases at Harvard's School of, Public 
Health..

"Inasmuch as fatalities from measles 


are largely dependent upon complica- 
tions arising from infections with the 
bacterial invaders, isolation of indi- 
vidual patients appears desirable in or- 
der to minimize the likelihood of cross 
infections," he said. 


Declaring an isolationist procedure 


was "contrary ot practice in many 
contagious hospitals," Dr. Khann said 
that while it was. true that patients in 
a hospital ward devoted lomeasles can- 
not, give measles to .each other, "they 
tram>m'U secondary organisms, which, 
in the presence of measles, may result 
in infections far more dangerous to 
the life of the patient than is the orig- 
inal disease." 


On the frontier of prevention, he said, 


effective means of obtaining "tempor- 
ary protection" have been established, 
consisting of the prophylactic injection 
of patients—after exposure—with hu- 
man convalescent serum, adult im- 
mune serum, or an extract from the 
human placenta. 


Describing the immunity so induced 


as "passive in character" if the injec- 
tions are given to non-rrrVmune contacts 
in the first few days, he added that 
serum given later in the incubation 
period woud linduce a modified form 
of the disease,; but in this case "the 
severity oi the disease is reduced, the 
complications are minimized and the 
(mild) atack usually results in perm- 
anent immunity. 


"The desirable use of serum, there- 


fore, especially in normal, healthy chil- 
dren, who have been exposed, would 
be to induce modification of the dis- 
ease." 


Even with present isolation of recog- 


nized cases, the reporting of cases, the 
placarding of homes and the closing 
of schools, there has not been complete 
success in protection, he said, from a 
disease whose unseen motivating agent 
still ranks among the will-o'-the-wisps 
of science.

pagan ceremonies. 


In March, 1933, at about the time 


he took power, Hitler told the Reich- 
stag; "The Nazi government thinks the 
two Christian churches are most im- 
portant elements for the preservation 
of our national individuality. Their 
rights shall not be touched." 


Four years later. Church Minister 


Hans Kerrl said, "The primacy of the 
state over' the Church must be re- 
cognized ... The Nazi party represents 
a positive Christianity. The question 
of the divinity of Christ is ridiculous 
and inessential. A new authority has 
irisen as to what Christ and Christi- 
anity really are-Adolf Hitler." 


After Hitler took control, the Ger- 


man Protestant churches made an ef- 
fort to unite their 28 regional state 
churches into one strong denomina- 
;ion. 
This was complicated by the 
organization of a sect which it 


called "German, Christians' 'or the 
Storm Troopers of Jesus Christ, device 
for securing Hi'tle:r control of the 
church. 


Hitler named his friend Ludwig Mue- 


Protestant 
churches. 
The German 


Christians insisted on election of Mul- 
ler as Reich Bishop of the combined 
Protestant churches. But the church- 
es chose instead Dr. Friedrich von 
Bodelschwlngh. 


The fight between the opposing ele- 


ments has gone on ever since. Bodels- 
chwlngh had to resign. Mullor was 
put up to succeed him. The whole 
party machine was mobilized to put 
over Muller,

waterworks system in Little Rock. 
Other large projects include a hos- 
pital in Saline county with an esti- 
mated cost of $1,769,000 and a water- 
vorks system at Fort Smith which cost 
1,710,000. Hospitals in Logan county, 
till in the construction stage, will 
:ost $2,106,826.

he state as a result of the various PWA 
jrograms. While a number of PWA 
llotments have resulted in the build- 
ng of imposing modern high schools 
n metropolitan centers, an even great- 
er number of more modest structures 
inve been built in the agricultural 
areas of the state. 


"The PWA program in Arkansas," 


:he regional director said, "has per- 
formed its primary purpose of creating 
jobs not only at projects but to an even 
greater extent in the industries of the 
stae, bu it has also made possible im- 
provements which will add to the 
health, the enlightenment, the com- 
fort and safety, and the general well- 
being of Arkansas for many years to 
come." 


"When the Public Works administra- 


tion was first organized six years ago, 
the president and administrator Ickes 
insisted that its funds be used only in 
the construction of useful projects 
The 305 PWA projects in Arkansas 
offer permanent proof of the fact that 
this rule has been firmly adhered to 
These projects have been carefully 
constructed of good materials by well 
paid labor with waste reduced to a 
minimum.

Why Rents Arc Chcup 


At first glance all of this looks 


simple enough. Nice new homes tor 
slum folks, cheap rents, good con- 
struction—how is it clone anyhow? 
What's the answer? 


The answer is a bit involved. The 


cheapness with which these homes can 
be rented depends on several lactors. 
. First, of oil, they ai-e tax cxtmpt. 


2ach project is built by a local hous- 
ng authority; and 
one 
condition 


wliich the U. S. H. A. stipulates in 
each case is that the homo town 
officials relieve the new dwellings 
oi real estate taxes, as part of the 
ocal contribution to the project. 


Secondly, the bulk of the money 


with which these homes arc built 
is obtained on terms which must 
seem fantastic to the ordinary com- 
mercial builder. That 
works 
like 


this: 


Ordinarily, the U. S. H. A. puts up 


90 per cent of the cost of the project. 
It is empowered to contribute up to 
3!£ per cent ot this in the form 
of an outright gift. 
The balance 


it furnishes us a 60-year loan bearing 
3 per cent interest. 


The rest of the money is furnish- 


ed locally, the local housing authority 
selling its bonds to home-town bank- 
ers on a 15-year basis, at interest 
rates ranging from 2'/4 to 3'/4 per 
cent. In addition, the city where the 
project is being built generally makes 
further grants besides the tax ex- 
emption; it may donate land, streets, 
and so on.
